SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


The above officers were working as contracted, uniformed security officers for 
the Hollywood Business Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 
6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 465-0122. 


INVESTIGATION: 


On Friday, February 7, 2014 at approximately 1150 hours, my partner (Officer 
Trujillo #136) and | (Officer Anderson #127) were assigned to H.B.I.D., unit FB- 
2. We were traveling in a white, marked “Andrews International” security patrol 
vehicle (#1). 


We were transporting an arrestee to LAPD Hollywood Station that B.I.D. 
Officers, Rosales and Jaquez (Unit, Boy-2) had just arrested. We were traveling 
west bound on Delongpre Avenue, just west of Vine Street, when we observed a 
male white adult (Later identified as Cordiero, Jason Lee DOB 01/20/1974) 
seated on the public sidewalk with his legs out stretched on the south side of 
the parking structure, located at 6322 Delongpre Avenue. As we drove by 
Cordiero we slowed down and observed him holding a blue aluminum “Bud 
Light” alcoholic beer container in his left hand. Cordiero did not attempt to 
conceal the “Bud Light” beer as we drove by. After my partner and | released 
custody of Boy-2’s arrestee to Rosales and Jaquez, we responded back to the 
area where Cordiero was seated prior to our arrival at Hollywood Station. 


Upon our approach to make contact with Cordiero we decided to pull our 
vehicle over to the south curbside of Delongpre Avenue at Ivar Avenue to 
monitor Cordiero’s activity from a fixed observation post to ascertain if he was 
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actually drinking the “Bud Light.” We had a clear an unobstructed view of 
Cordiero from approximately 50 feet. We observed Cordiero place the “Bud 
Light” alcoholic beer to his lips / mouth, tilt his head back and take a long drink. 


We then drove up to Cordiero’s location, exited our vehicle and made contact 
with Cordiero. My partner Officer Trujillo advised Cordiero that it is a 
misdemeanor to drink alcohol in public, in the city Los Angeles. Cordiero 
stated,” | didn’t know it was illegal.” | noticed a strong alcoholic odor emanating 
from Cordiero’s breath when he spoke. | recovered the “Bud Light” container 
from the ground next to Cordiero which revealed it to be a 25 fluid ounce “Bud 
Light” alcoholic beer (4.2 % alcohol by volume) cold to the touch and about % 
full. 


ARREST: 


We advised Cordiero that we were placing him under “Private Person’s Arrest”, 
as per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / see 
attached for) for 41.27 (c) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking in public). 
Cordiero was then handcuffed (adjusted /double locked for safety and comfort). 


ADDITIONAL: 
Cordiero has no prior contacts or arrests by H.B.I.D. 


Cordiero advised Officers that he purchased the “Bud Light” from Joe 
Joe’s Market, located at 1348 Vine Street, Los Angeles CA. 


CITE and RELEASE: 


We placed Cordiero in the back seat of our patrol vehicle (#1) and was seat 
belted him in. 

We transported Cordiero to Hollywood Station where LAPD Hollywood Station 
desk Officer Lear # 39451 verified Cordiero’s identification via C.L.E.T.S. 
(California Law Enforcement Telecommunication). Cordiero was issued a 
“Release From Custody citation (RFC# D15407) for the listed violation and was 
ordered to appear at the Metropolitan Court House, 1945 South Hill Street, Los 
Angeles, 90007, on 04/03/2014, at 0830 Hours with the approval of the Watch 
Commander Sgt. Legaspi. 


EVIDENCE: 
The remaining contents and container of the 25 ounce “Bud Light” was 
disposed at the scene by me.
